No New Cases Have Arrived and No More
Bickacss at Quarantine,

STEAMERS COME IN WITH CLEAN BILLS

Every Precaution Has Bren Taken to Keep
Out the Plague and Every Urepars-
tion Mado te Cure for Patients
In Case of an Outbreak.

Quanaxmive, N. Y., Sept. 2.—The situation
remains unchangod, The steamer Toeland of
the Toingvalla Jine was passed by the doo-
tors and was allowed to go up this morning,
Her 557 immigrants are all Seandinaviacs and
vory olean. Tho stesmer City of Beriin ar-
rived this mornlog with 435 cabin and 658
steerago passengers. All were well and had
not heard of the cholera in England. The
cabin passengers will be landed this after-
noon,

NO CHOLERA IN THIS COUNTRY.

The Disease Still Remnins Outslde the Har-
bor of New York,

New Youk, Sopt. 2.—Cholera has not yet
succooded in passing the gates of gquaran-
tine. It tias not even sought for admission
rinoe the plague-infested steamship Moravia
arrived 1o report the twenty-two deaths
which had occurrad aboard her since she
pilled rrom Hamburg and the two convileso-
ents ameng her 230 surviving passengors,
The Iast reports recelved from the
Moravia, ancoored off Hoffman Island,
state that no new cases bhad de-
veloped wmong the  passcugers and
that the convalescents were doing woll
This would seom to ne good news enough for
tho peopls of this city for one day, but they
may further comfort themselves with tho
assurance that the quarantine autborities,
the local and state authorities, and even the
national government, have oll taken a hand
fu the life and death game of keeping cholora
out. With regulations which are ironbound,
gnd precautions which seem o cover every
avenue of danger, backed up by an ofticinl
clreular from he Treasury department
wiiinst further emigration from infectea
ports, there seems Lo be uo wartant for a
“"gpnolern scare.”

Don't Go Crazy With Fenar.

“Of courss, thers Is danger to our people,"
snid Health OMeer J snkins, “'but that is no
renson why people should get unnecessarily
plurmed. Ao epidemic of cholera maniais
tho next worst thing to nn epidewic of the
diseasn {tsoif, The people, as represonted by
the authorities, nre being protected by every-
thing that medical science and common
senss cnn suggeal, What more can bo donel
Let them, then, simply go along with their
regulnr daly lives, observing, of rourse, the
proecautionnry advics that hus been xo widely
disseminated by tue Board of Health, and
they can then rest assurea that they have
reducod the danger of sn epidemic in the
¢ily to an absolute migimum,"

Iu the main they take
good naturedly to the scrupbing. The
change made in thelr appearance by a liberal
use of soap and water is ssld to bo so great
thut those who bave been washod can hardly
be recognized as part and parcel of those
who have not.

There is no mixing up of the immigrants’
bogeage. Each lot is put into a big savk be-
fore it goes into the tumigation room, When
1t is tuken out Ib is restored to its original re-
ceptacle, The immigrants themsocives assiat
largely s tols work.

'ne method of toking eare of the immi-
grants' valuables was one that bothered
supenotendent Owens for a time. One man
wanted him to tnke caro of #00 whilo he was
golng through thecleansing mill. Mr. Owens
did pot want to sccept the respoasibility.
The difficulty was overcome by the steum-
ship companies, Thoy send & man down Lo
Hoffman istand to tuko eare of the valuablos,
nnd bo gives the ownees choecks for them,
Theso valunbles, money, jewelry, ete., are
fumigated {o the same mauaer as the vag-

While the principul danger of cholora 13
from the immigrants, their clothing and
their bageage, thore {8 aoother potent
source of danger of fufection, aud that 1s the
mails. This danger is independont of ana
unlike that which sltends the admission of
Iminigrants to the pert, since while immi-
grunts all travel in the steerago, tho infected
malls may come on u ship of the doest class
which otherwise would cscapa other than a
plight  detention ®t guacaniioe, The
bands of tue local postoffice offlciuls
aro tied so far ns the malls are concerned.
They have uo authority to disinfect them or
supervise or to regulute toelr disinfection,
but they must depend entirely on the
methods employea by the health efficers at
guarantine who haveabsolute control alike of
es:ll. passeugers and frelght., The New

ork postoftice aud the Postofice depart-
ment at Washington wre both alive to the
dunger from this source and are moving
togother to cause u thorough tumigation of
sll wuils from Eurcpe.

Bathers Glven o Scare,

Bath Beach bas bad tne cholera scare
sinve Wednesany noon and  visitors are
pavidly leaviug the pluce. Although & cool
breczo was blowlog down the bay Wadnes-
day, the usual crowd of bathoers gathored at
theshore, About u mile away & lurge stopmer
was rooking ou the waves, Suddenly o
smal! vessel was seen to run up to the steamer,
pad afjer 4 few minutes a large vollow
flugr was holsted 1o the top of the wainmast
snd the Lathers Bt the store watobed Lthe
muneuvers, not knowing wbatitmweant.

In connection
with this Mayor Hoody yestorda¢ reomived
tho following letter from Colonel Langdon
from Fort Hamilton: *In 1850 the, vellow
fevor was communicatod to the people of Bay
[tidge by ships anchored in Gravesend bay,
Now the Hamuurg steamer Moravia is being
alsinfected in tho suma place,  For tho snko
of the good people of Brookiyn get the ship
away.'’

Jotn Y. Kane, president of the Gravesend
Boarn of Haealsh, called & meeting of the
bonrd yesterday to conslder the matisr of
anenoring steamers with cholera noar Nor-
ton'a  Polot Itasalutions wers adopted
directing Shore Lnspector Ferguson w keep
the beach cicar of bedding wnd garoage,
Gravesend gutiers and sowers and soma of
the Coney Isinnd amusement halls will be
dinintected,

One of the visitors at Bath Beach said yes-
torduy: ““The fear is justitied. 'Tha people
don't know tue danger they have boen ox-
posed to 1 don't want to inorease thoir
fear, but judeo for yourself, The Moravia
arrived here Toesday night with the disease
aboard, bat it was not until Wednesday noon
that the first precautions against the spread
of the epidemic were tsken. For twaive
hours lufoctea refuse matter and other staff
contnining the germs of the dread disoase
were probiab.y, yeos, oven surely, thrown

overboned. hisstull was naturally carriod
te the shore by the tide, tlun-
dreds of people were bathing In

the morning, not kuowing that the breakers
thay were enjoying wern probably filling
their blood with particles which meant sure
deatti to them. Huudreds of psople probably
have coms in direct contact with the polinted
water, and I shail ba very happy if it had no
injurious influence on any of them.

Tried to Concenl the Plague,

“Huamburg authorities have not displayed
new traits in their unwillingness, firsy, to
admit the provalence of aon epldeimle in their
city, and second, when the fact that it was
there could no longer be concealea, to reveal
uow exteusive ita ravages were. That sort
of thing is an old story with Hambure, Itis
n business town, and the truth about epi-
demics is likoly to hurt trade,.”

dward Robinson, n lawyer of 170 Broad-
way, who wias the Unpited States consul in
Hamburg from 1808 to 1870, told a reporter
something about the expuriences he hud in
that elty at a time when smulipox was epl-
demio there,

“From 1571 to 1872, Mr. Hobinson said.
“weo bad smallpox in Hambure, and in an
epidomic form, vet the suthorities used to
give olean Lills of health to departing ves-
sols, s if the city wers healthy, I did not
like that iden, and 1 had bills printed on yol-
low paper, and on them 1 put, ‘Smallpox
Stitl r’rnvalum,‘ to tho great disgust of tha
authorities. Pressure was brought to bear
to mnke me stop ropresanting tho case as it
was., They told me that my bills of health
wers causing trouble for sten'ners going to
American ports, but, of course, I continued
to give ' e warning, When nows came that
ecases of cholerinog had peen found in Ham-
bure, I saia to mysolf, ‘the same old Ham-
burgers: theyv've got cholera there but they
wou't admitit.’ Io aday or two alspatohes
showed that cholorn was there, and tad been
tnere forsome time, and a hittle luter there
came news that there had been a tremendous
tnerease io the pumber of cases,

Don't Want to Hart Trade,

““Tue fact Is that tradespeoplo, ubove all
things, aro unwilling to do aoything which
may burt business, 1[?eople talik of the
power of tho Amsrican dollar on this side of
thie ocean, but in my time 1o Hamburg mari
bancos meant more there than doliars ever
dud here. It was the way of tne authorities
to suppress anything ruther than have the
risk of u rush out of the place by whnich the
merchaots might losa.

s sWhy don't you admit that the smallpox
is here?’ 1 used to ask them. ‘It would hurt
us,' was their sanswor.

“Senator Peterson, then in charze of the
health department of Hamburg and now

; ¥, usked about the Guarantide

and other regulations 1 force in this country

to provent the spread ol disease, and when
he was told what they were he said
frankly that such’ a strict system could not
be enforced in that city. Their form of gov-
ernment gives the ola mervantile Munliies o
grent power in the administration of the
olty's uffuirs. Aund the first thing thoy look
Lo is the preserration of their commearcial in-
terests, That counts above everythiog with
thom."

City In Bad Shape,

Mr. Robinson ssid the condition of the
city wus now probably voue too good, After
the smallpox epidemic had subsided, while
he was thore, no particular improvement in
the sunitary ar-angements, which a pest
might paturally suggost, had been made.
Bosides, thore came a tendency of the popu-
lation to gather in big tensment buildings, a
number of swmall houses which bad
pecommodations for a uumber of families
being taken for other tnan residence
purposes, ell-to-do families up ton yvecy
recent period occupled separate houses, but
there had been o change lo this system and
flats hnd come to be largely used. As for
lenements, Lthov wero as bad as those in New
York.

CONFLICT OF AUTHORITY,

D, Jeukins Does Not Look with Pleasure
on the Orders from Washington,

New Youk, Sept. 2. ~Thers seems n prob.

authorities reprosented by Dr. Jenkins.

Tne recent order of the president forbids
any vessel carrylug immigrants Lo suter port
until twenly days quarantine,

Dr. denkios sald pe would use his discre-
tion about keaping a yvessel in guurantine for
twenty days, 1f he saw i, ho would quuran-
tine m vessel more thun twenty doys, or less,
He claimed that e had full authority, and
thiat the presidgent's orvder could not affect
him, or cause him to do otherwise than bis
judgment induced bim.

“] don't want to bo understood as defyinge
the chief executive, sald Dr. Jenklus, '
stumll do all 1 iny power Lo ussist the national
suthorities to keep cholera from entoring the
vountry, but [ certainly think I bave the
right by virtuo of tho autuority delegated to
moe a6 health oficer of tnis part, to Jecide on
the number of doys thot & ship sball be kept
at quarsntive, 1 realize my responsibility
with reference 1o the eity of New York just
ns much as the president realizes lils respon-
fibllity to the country. Conditlons might be
stch thet & querantined vessel could safely
be relensed 1u five davs, nad again If discase
kopt brecding, she micht be detained a
vear."

Federal Power Will FPrevall,

Colleotor Hendricks sald be did not think
Dr. Jenkins wou!d bring on a conflict ba-
tween the federal and stite autborities. 1f
suoh a thing sbould nrike the federal power
would prevall,. No vassel can land pass-
engders or cargo until the vessel 15 entored at
the oustom bouse, nud Collector Hendricks
will act accordlog to lustructions of the
Washington authoritios,
